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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because the cross-sectional views of the drawings are not 
showing the appropriate the cross-hatching lines for different materials such as metal, wood, or 
plastic (see attached MPEP 608.02). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1. 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended " If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1, 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Deeney 
The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 3 7 CFR 1.131. 

Deeney discloses a support device comprising a shim 24 and 26 inserted between an 
integrated circuit package 10 and a printed circuit board 22. The shims 24 and 26 are 
mechanically and removably fastened to the printed circuit board 22 by a biasing member 28. 
Deeney discloses that the support device is made from a material having a coefficient of thermal 
expansion that matches coefficients of thermal expansion of solder columns 18 of the integrated 
circuit package 10. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-1 1 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Wang (6,193,205 Bl) in view of Ju (6,344,971 Bl). 

Wang discloses a supporting device comprising a shim 20 having an extrusion 24 and a 
base. The shim 20 is inserted between an integrated circuit package 10 and a printed circuit 
board 50. The base and the extrusion 24 are shaped to prevent the extrusion 24 from to coming 
into contact with a solder column 13 of the integrated circuit package 10. Because the shim 20 is 
C-shaped, it covers two corners of the integrated circuit package 10. However, Wang does not 
disclose a fastening means for mechanically and removably fasten the shim to the printed circuit 
board 50. 

Ju discloses a support device 1 mounted on a printed circuit board 200 mechanically and 
removably by a fastening means 13. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the support device such that it would have a mechanical 
fastening means as taught by Ju in order to allow the support device to be removable from a 
printed circuit board. Also, a fastening means for mechanically and removably fastening two 
objects are well known in the art. For example, a screw, a mounting peg, and nut and bolt, etc. 
are commonly known fastening means. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
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7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
None of the cited prior arts shows a gap formed between the extrusion of the shim and the 
integrated circuit package immediately after the installation of the supporting device. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. US Patent No. 6,791,184 B2 by Deeney et al.
